S, ea stbouiid, on liie Alissouri Pa ­ 
cific ra ilwa y, whicii 
leit Ka nsa s 
City a t p :2o, ha d been held up a nd 
robbed between this city a nd Inde­ 
pendence by a ba nd of ma siv' dm en, 
threw the people of the la tter pla ce 
into a liigti sta te of excitement. 
From the first moment the rumor 
ma de 
its a ppea ra nce within the 
limits 
ot Independence residents 
crowded into the streets, a nd merg­ 
ing into a throng, hea ded towa rd 
the Missouri Pa cific depot. 
There 
were ma ny know ing sha kes of the 
hea d a nd “ I told you sos” pa ssed 
to a nd from a s the crowd surged 
through 
the ya rds 
a nd crowded 
upon the depot pla tforms.
